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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendment of 08-25-04 has been fully considered. The amended and 
cancelled claims have overcome the previous rejections of 1 12/2 nd and 102. Therefore, all 
previous rejections are now withdrawn. 

Claims 1, 2, 5-9, 22-25, 28, 30, 31, 33, 34, 36, 37, and 39-42 are cancelled. 

Claims 3, 4, 10, 11-15, 16-21, 26, 27, 29, 32, 35, 38, 43 and 44 are pending. 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 3,11 and 32 are objected to because of the following informalities: variable m 
represents 0-6 in one place, and 1-6 in another place. Appropriate correction is required. 

2. Claims 12-15, 16-21, 26, 27, 29, 38, 43, and 44 are objected as being dependent on 
claims 1 1 and 32. 

3. Claim 4 is also objected to because of the following informalities: Species having the 
substituent of "carbothioic acid" do not seem to fall within the genus of formula III. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Reference cited on PTO-892 
The reference, Dublanchet et al. (US 2004/0171543 Al), discloses compounds #8 and 9 
that fall within the genus of formula III. However, the reference's effective filing date does not 
antedate the priority date of this application. Therefore, it is not a competent prior art.
